CIVIL PROCEEDINGS 

NEW ERA INTERNATIONAL, INC. AND OFFICERS ENJOINED 

The Atlanta Regional Office announced that on September 23 the U.S. District Court 
for the Middle District of Florida entered a Final Judgment of Permanent Injunction
against New Era International, Inc., its president, Vincent Filippazzo, Sr., both of 
Seminole, Florida, and its vice president, Jonathan S. Silverman, of Clearwater,
Florida. Defendants consented, without admitting or denying the allegations. The 
Order enjoined Silverman and New Era from violations of the registration preVisions 
of the Securities Act of 1933, and Silverman, New Era, and Filippazzo from violations 
of the antifraud provisions of the Securities Act and the Securities Exchange Act of 
1934. 



The September 22 Complaint alleged that Silverman, who acted as legal counsel in the 
preparation of New Era's offering statement, fabricated a letter from the Commission's 
Atlanta Regional Office purportedly authorizing the sale of New Era securities under 
a Regulation A exemption from registration. It further alleged that Filippazzo then 
initiated sales of New Era securities pursuant to a false and" misleading offering
circular which, among other things, misrepresented the price at which the securities 
would be sold, the use of proceeds, Filippazzo's prior involvement in a permanently
suspended Regulation A offering, and omitted to disclose that Silverman had been sus
pended from the Florida Bar. (SEC v. New Era International, Inc., et al., USDC MDFL, 
Civil Action No. 88-1428-CIV-T-17B). (LR-11875) 

CONTEMPT ORDERS AND BENCH WARRANTS ISSUED

AGAINST LEONARD C. ZRNIC AND JANA L. WHYMAN


The Seattle Regional Office announced that on September 14 Chief U.S. District Judge
Barbara J. Rothstein, Western District of washington, entered an Order finding Leonard 
C. Zrnic, Jana L. Whyman, and three other persons in contempt of Court. The Court 
ordered bench warrants issued for their arrest. The other persons are agents of 
International Swiss Investments Corporation (lSI), a Panamanian company headed by
Zrnic and Whyman. Zrnic, Whyman, and lSI are defendants in a civil injunctive case 
filed by the Commission on April 15. 

The Court's order was based on violations of a Temporary Restraining Order and a 
Preliminary Injunction issued by the Court shortly after the case was filed. Those 
orders prohibited further sales of unregistered securities and sales of securities of 
unregistered investment companies. The orders also require defendants to file an 
accounting of proceeds from earlier sales of securities. Defendants and their agents 
sold unregistered securities in defiance of those orders, raising at least $169,363
from sales after entry of the orders, and failed to provide the required accounting. 
(SEC v. International Swiss Investments Corporation, et al., USDC WDWA, civil Action 
No. C88-491-R). (LR-11876) 

FINAL ORDER OF PERMANENT INJUNCTION

AND OTHER EQUITABLE RELIEF ENTERED AGAINST CHARLES A. MILLS


The Commission today filed a Complaint in the u.s. District Court for the District of 
Columbia against Charles A. Mills, alleging that Mills, an independent consultant 
under contract with the U.s. Navy, purchased American Depository Receipts (ADRe) for 
the common stock of Airship Industries, Ltd. while in possession of material, non-
public information concerning the probability that the U.S. Navy would most likely
award a contract to Westinghouse-Airship Industries, Inc. Without admitting or 
denying the allegations of the Complaint, Mills consented to a Final Order permanently
enjoining him from further violations ofthe antifraud provisions of the Securities 
Exchange Act of 1934, ordering disgorgement of $4,657.52 and payment of a penalty of 
$4,657.52 under the Insider Trading Sanctions Act of 1984. (SEC v. Charles A. Mills, 
USDe DC, Civil Action No. 88-2794, Pratt). (LR-11877) 

CRIMINAL PROCEEDINIS " 

ROBERT G. DIGENNARO PLEADS GUILTY 

The Boston Regional Office and U.S. Attorney Frank L. McNamara, Jr. announced that 
Robert G. DiGennaro, former president and chief executive officer of Suffield Savings
Bank of Connecticut, pleaded guilty on September 20 in the U.S. District Court in 
Boston to one count of obstruction of justice in violation of 18 U.S.C. 51505. The 
violation occurred in the course of an investigation conducted by the commission in 
1987 regarding allegations of insider-trading in the stock of Coastal Savings Bank of 
Maine. 

DiGennaro, 41, of Suffield, Connecticut, admitted in the hearing before U.S. District 
Judge David S. Nelson that he had destroyed records and encouraged individuals sub
poenaed before the Commission to lie under oath when asked during the course of the 
investigation whether they had received inside information relating to "the intention 
of Suffield Savings Bank to merge with Coastal Savings Bank in June 1986. (U.S. v. 
DiGennaro, Cr. No. 88 53N, DNA). (LR-11873)
